Efforts to Punish 
Moussa Bey. 


Elements of Usefulness ‘Which 
Commend Him to the

SONSTATINOPLE, Feb. 
G. —- Moussa Bey, the 
Kurdien Chief who 
‘Was acquitted by a 
Turkish court of 
rodbery, outrage and 
4 “oppression in Armenia 
— pufficiently grave and 
well based to have 
5 osused his conviction 
on the mere presenta- 
tion of the allegations. 
has at last been run 
to earth. At the request of Mr. Hirsch, 
United States Minister at Constantinople, who 
has undertaken to right the alleged wrongs of 
two American missionaries, the Sultan has 
had Moussa confined, not in a deep 
and loathsome dungeon, bus in dis 
own palace, tha abode of the 
Commander of the Faithful. This is doubt- 
| less satisfactory to Mr. Hirsch, gratifyiug to 
the suffering missionaries, pleasing to Moussa, 
for, in whose custedy could he be safter than 
that of the power that has hitherto exerted 
itself to shield bim from the punishment his 
numerous cfimes merit. The end of the 
Moussa case is not difficult to foresee from 
this beginning. Once iu the imperial palace 
he is beyond the ken of the outside world. 
Even Caliphs themselves have dis- 
appeared from that retreat without the 
possibility of discovery of the time, 
the means orthe circumstance of their exit; 
so it will be with Moussa, except that he will 
ultimately turn up in his old haunts. He has 
been too useful to the Porte inthe past and 
has still exceptional elements of usefulness 
that commend bim tothe mercy of his master. 
The intentions of Mr. Hirsch are praise- 
worthy aud the desire ot the reverend suffer- 
ers to . have... arvarous persecutor 
punished is laudable, but if they, or 
anybody else believe the discomfort of two 
Christian missionaries are to weigh against 
the work of a man whose delegated, or at 
least passively permitted, functions contem- 
plate ridding the country and incidentally 
the earth of Christians in as large installments 
as possible, they will find themselves grier- 
ously deceived. ‘ 


The Siberian Slaughter. 


PARIS, Feb. 14.—Further particulars of the 
Siberian horror have heen received and show 
that the eruelties were worse than at first re- 
ported. It now appears that Mme. Sihida had 
a younger sister, some sixteen years old, who 
went to Siberia to look after her com- 
fort. Arriving there, she had the 
misfortune to please the eye of the director of 
the prison. Sne was detained by him ona 
trumped up charge of conniving at Mme. 
Sthida's attempted escape, and became a vic- 
tim of his brutality. She was subjected to 
such atrocious treatment as to cause her 
death soon after. Mme. Sihida, indig- 
nant and terror-stricken by this awful 
event, vehemently denounced the outrage. 
In doing this she attracted the attention of 
the director, who then approached her with 
the same Insults he had heaped upon her sis- 
ter. The monstrous revenge of the director 
in having her publicly flogged followed, and 
this punishment was accompanied by inhu- 
man incidents which probably had more to do 
in driving her to suicide than the exposure to 
which she had been subjected. 

The revolt in the male prison is confirmed 
and it is now definitely known that the num- 
ber of killed amounted to forty-one. News of 
the affair has now been circulated in Russia 
and it has inspired the Anarchists with new 
vizor. 

Upon learning the particulars and realizing 
the universal protest and violent feeling the 
case would arouse, the Czar dispatched an 
officer to replace the Director and ordered 
that official to report at St. Petersburg. 
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France. 


Paris, Feb. 14.—Vice-Admiral Bergasse du 
Petit-Thouars, commander of the Fifth Mari- 
time Arrondissement, gave a banquet to the 
officers of the American Squadron of Evo- 
lution aboard his flagship at Ville, France, 
last night. Thecivil and military authorities 
of France and Nice were present. 

FORBIDDEN TO SEE THE DUKE. 

Owing to the attendance ofthe Duke de 
Luynes at a political punch given by the 
Catholic students at the Gymnase Lauenzi 
last night, he has been forbidden to visit the 
Duke of Orleans who is at present confined in 
the Conciergerie Prison.

The vehicle conveying 
the bride and groom and a number of their 
friends was upset and the whole party were

NEW YORK REPUBLICANS, 


Action of the Union League Club om & 
World’s Fair Resolution. 


New Tonk, Feb. 14.—There was avery full 
attendance at the meeting of the Union 
League Club last evening, which was the first 


meeting since the election of the new secre- 
tary. veral important amendments to the 
by-laws were proposed and referred to com- 
mittees. The large attendance was due, how- 
ever, tothe report that a resolution would be 
brought up toutching the World’s Fair matter 
at Albany. Dr. Depew presided and he in- 
troduced Elihu Root, who began reading a 
resolution indorsing the action taken by the 
World’s Fair Committee at the Chamber of 
Commerce and commending the original 
World's Fair bill sent tothe Legislature. The 
resolution further deprecates the intro- 
duction of partisan politics into the bill and 
approved ofthe four standing committees as 
named by Mayor Grant. 

Before Mr. t had finished reading his 
resolution Col. Bliss 2 ed up and ex- 
claimed, I object.’’ r. Root, calmly ig- 
perms Col. Bliss continued reading his reso- 
ution. 

„Mr. President, I object!’’ shouted Col. 
Bliss in an excited tone. 

**If I may be permitted to finish,’’ contin- 
ued Mr. Root. Go on, called out a dozen 
members.. Dr. Depew rapped his gavel for 
order and Mr. Root finished reading bis reso- 
lution. Col. Bliss was then recognized and 
he repeated bis objection to the resolution 
and asked that it be referred to a committee. 

Lam aware, said Mr. Root, that if an 
objection is made and seconded by twenty- 
ve members, my resolution must go to a 
committee before it can be voted upon. 

Dr. Depew then stated that an objection had 
been made, and asked if there were any sec- 
onds. A dozen men stood up, and the Secre- 
tary began to count. Col. Bliss’ friends be- 
gan to bustie and finally succeeded in muster- 

ng 24, one short of the requisite number. The 
Secretary announced that twenty-four gentile- 
men had seconded the objection, when a voice 
called out froma group of members, ‘‘I will 
make the twenty-fifth.’ 

Under the by-laws, an objection having 
been made and seconded by twenty-five mem- 
bers,’’ said Mr. Depew, ‘‘the chair is com- 
pelled to refer the resolution to a committee. 
The chaif will send it to the Political Reform 
Committee. 

This provoked laughter, and the committee 
was lustructed to report on the resolution at 
the earliest possible moment and to give due 
notice to the club. The resolution would have 
been adopted last night by 40 tol had it been 
broughtto a vote. Mr. Piatt’s friends real- 
ized this, hence thelr efforts to secure delay. 


STRUCK ON A REEF. 


Old Man’s Heroism —A Switchman’s 
Fate—Casualties. 


VICTORIA, British Columbia, Feb. 14.—News 
was received yesterday from the west ceast of 
Vancouver Island thatalumber laden ship 
had gone to pieces on Vargas Island at the 


entrance to Clayoquot Sound and all the crew 
were lost. Indians report the coast inthe 
vicinity of the wreck strewn with lumber and 
one of the vessel’s masts floating with a mass 
of cordage over the reef where the ship sank.

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THE NEW RULES. 


Some of the Results Which Will 
Follow Their Adoption 
by Congress. 


The Speaker Approves the Journal 
of the House by Counting a 
Quorum. 


Amendments to the Code Proposed by the 
Minority—The Discussion To-Day—One 
More Piace for Missourians—Deputy Com- 
missioner of Pensions—Contested Election 
Cases Passed Upon by the Committee 

World's Fair Project—A New Oklahoma 
Scheme—High Tariff ani Labor—Cattle- 
men Must Vacate the Cherokee Strip—A 
Naval Officer’s Cruelty—General and 
Personal Notes From the Capital. 


WASHINGTON, D. O., Feb. 14.—Not more 
than two dozen members were present when 
the House met at 11 o’clock in continuation of 
Thursday’s session. 

Mr. Stuart of Georgla and Mr. Reilly of 
Pennsyivania entered emphatic protests 
against the adoption of the proposed code 
and the action of Speaker Reed was defended 
and upheld by Mr. Raines of New York. 

Mr. Barnes of Georgia said that the Demo- 
crats had been told thatthe Jeffersonian sys- 
tem of government was to be thrown over and 
the Hamilton system inaugurated. No one 
could go farther than he in admiration of 
Hamilton, but he could not forget that 
Hamilton’s system has been ungualifiedly re- 
jected by the fathers of the Republic. 
He (Mr. Barnes) objected to the removal of 
the obstacle which had, for a hunnred years, 
stoodias a barrier against the Public Treasury, 
againstthe advocates of subsidies, against 
those men who would build up the money 
power. Now the school of Jefferson was to be 
relegated to the rear and the new school of 
policy was to be ushered into existence. 

Mr. Pendleton of West Virginia said that 
while he had strongly dissented from the rul- 
ings of the Speaker he had always done so in 
a gentlemanly manner (applause). There- 
fore he was surprised to see in a Western 
paper which was circulated largely in his dis- 
trict, where he had 300 or 400 warm 
Republiean friends, a statement that when 


he was unseated the Democrats would lose a 
valuable man, as he had been foremost in 
hurling vioient epithets at the Speaker. 
statement he denied. He was unaware of 
having spoken discourteously of the gentile- 
man who occupied the chair, though he did 
most radically disagree with the Speaker’s 
construction of parliamentary law. 

Thursday's session then ended and the ses- 
sion of Friday was opened with the reading of 
the journal. 

The journal was approved—yeas, 151; nays, 
1 (the Speaker counting agquorum). 

r. Candler’ of Mb „ Trom the 
Committee onthe Worid’s Fair, submitted a 
report, which was ordered printed and re- 
com mitted. . 

The consideration ot the rules was then

THE BALLOTS &TOLEN. 

When the polis ciosed, it was believed that 
the bonds had earried. The ballots were not 
all counted, and during the night the boxes 
containing the votes were stolen and disposed 
of so effectually that they have not yet been 
found. The only ward as estimated going 
against the bonds was the first, and ite ballots 
were not stolen. When the affair became 
known yesterday there was great excitement. 
The railroad crowd had a number of arrests 
made, and warrants were sworn out for 
others who could not be found. 

An effort was made to arrest Tom Sabin, 
who has been a cowboy in his day. He made 
a fight, and his friends joining a hundred men 
inafew minutes became engaged in a des- 
perate battle with the results stated above.

THE FIGHT AGAINST SALOONS EXTENDING 
TO OTHER TOWNS- 


Statement of the Town Marshal at a Mass- 
Meeting Last Night and the Sensation It 
Produced—<Address to the Wemen of the 
State—The Purpose of the Crusade and 
How It Will Be Accomplished, 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPaTcH, 

LATHROP, Mo., Feb. 14.—At the public meet- 
ing held by the crusaders last night a state- 
ment was read from the Mayor’s books show- 
ing that the town officers had permitted the 
two saloon keepers to confess judg- 
ment and pay $10 and costs once «a 
month, without subjecting them to further 
prosecution under the town laws. This had 
been charged on the streets, and when pub- 
licly confirmed created fresh in- 


terest in the crusade. Town Mar- 
shal Parshall was present and 
authorized the public statement that he had 
been offered $200 to resign several months ago 
and that he had lately been offered $5 a month 
by friends of each saloon to keep his mouth 
shut and let them alone. The announcement 
was heard with interest and the excitement 
which followed was one of the noticeable in- 
cidents of the crusade. 

The crusaders held a meeting this morning 
when it was made known that many promi 
nent lawyers have proffered their services to 
defend the women if they are prosecuted, also 
that some of the citizens propose to raise 
a fund to send the crusaders to e- 
ron. The forty ladies present 
heartily indorsed the proposition. Platts- 
burg, Richmond, Cameron, Liberty and other 
228 where unlicensed saloons are open will 

e visited soon by a representative of the cru- 
saders here, and if any encourawement is 
given they will visit each of these towns. 

ADDRESS TO THE PUBLIC. 
The following address has been issued: 


To the Wives, Mothers and Daughters of Our 

Country: 

It is with the deepest feeling and conviction 
of right that we address you, asking work 
for the cause of temperance, to take.-a stand 
for the right and help put down 
and banish from our country the awful 
whisky curse. Where there ls unity there Is 
strength, as our success in Lathrop Iillus- 
trates. We are a unit in this work. We have put 
aside all feeling ef party jealousy, ali 
political differences, all religious contentions 
and stand one solid body for temperance re- 
form. And in marching against the un- 
licensed drinking places of this town we 
did it without fear. Of all of the 
women it seems there were none to think of 
that word fear,and there was no cause ofjfear. 
We were not molested; nota hand was raised 
against us. No profane language was ad- 
dressed tous. We did the work for which we 
organized and quietly returned to our homes 
and picked up the thread of life where 
we had for the moment 9 it, 
little thinking of the intense feeling the 
sympathy and enthusiasm which we were toe 
hear of afterwards.

Weask the women of the United States who 
have suffered. We have suffered and waited 
aad yet stand without „How can 
violators of the law cail tor the 
protection of the law? We consider 
ourselves the avengers of the law which had 
been violated.

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WATER RATES BILL. 


THE BREWERY AMENDMENT LEADS TO - 
RIOUS COMPLICATIONS, 


A Little Line in an Ordinance That May Cest 
the City Thousands of Dollars—Claims of 
the Associated Breweries for a Cheap Sup- 
ply ef Water—Delegates Whe Can't Tell 
What Arguments Led Them te Their 
Present Convictions. : 


OLLECTOR TEM- 
PLE’S. water bill is 
likely to cause oon - 
siderable trouble be- 
fore the Mupicipal 
Assembiy gets 
through with it. The 
committees have 
monkeyed with the 
amendments until 
the two houses can 


no longer agree upon the bill, and a joint 
committee must be appointed to straighten 
things out. The amendment whieh has caused 
the most trouble and will give still more is the 
brewery clause, and there may be same reve- 
lations before that clause is disposed of. At 
present all manufacturers pay a rate of i 
cents per 100 gallons, except the Anheuser- 
Buseh and Lemp breweries, who by a special 
erdinanee have a rate of 1 cent. 
When the bill went before the 
Ceunoil committee, composed ot N. 
O. Nels Nelson Cole and John J. Ganahl, 
an ame ment wae added repealing that or- 
amanes and making the rate for these two 
brewers the same ag for all other manufact- 
urers, and in that shape it went through the 
Couscil with a unanimous vote. Then it 
went to the House and into the box of the 
Ways and Means Committee. That committee 
is composed of Delegates Myerson, Bogard, 
Allenberg, Blanke and stone. The committee 
took up the bill and heard the arguments of 
the brewers, and when they reported the bill 
that clause had disappeared, dnd another was 
in its place, giving a one-cent rate to all 
manufacturers having a plant located on one 
block or on adjvining blocks and connected 
who use 50,000,000 gallons of water per annum, 


that clause is what mixes things up. 
Just at the time when the two branches of 


the assembly

over it Mr. Elin Wainwright of the 88. Louis 
Brewers’ Association makes a demand upon 
Collector Temple for the 1 cent rate for all the 
other breweries in the eiter. Mr. Wainwright 
met Mr. Temple on the street a day or two ago 
and told him that the United Breweries 
wanted to come in on the 1 cent rate. 

‘‘Any of them that use 60,000,000 gallons « 
year can come in, replied the Colleeter. 

„But,“ said Mr. Wainwright, those 
breweries all belong to one company now and 
are Operated and managed by one company. 
Sen they use 3 great deal more than 
50,000,000 gallons, and since they are all one, 
I see no reason why they should not be given 
the cage rate that others get.. 

Mr. Temple was not prepared ta give a de- 
cision off-hand and he said to Mr. Wain- 
wright; Send mea written demand and then 
I will give y:u an anawer, but l cannot act on 
a verbal potification.’’ 

The outcome of this matter is of some im- 
portance to the city. The united breweries 
pay to the city between $40,000 and $50,000 an- 
nually, and a reduction of u cent in their rate 
would mean a loss to the city of 
revenve. Anheuser-Busch and Lemp pay 
about $37,000 a year, and the 4% cent amounts 
to more than §7,000. If the Counell amend- 
ment should be adopted and the rate should 
be made 1% cents for all, the revenue of the 
city would be increased 7, 000. If they should 
all come in under the 1 cent rate it will reduce 
the revenue $10,000, making a difference of 
$17,000 a year between the two rates. 

John J. Bogard of the House Committee 
was seen this morning and asked what res- 
sons prompted the committee to strike out
